The hotel, a five-story’ brick

The flames 
started on the third floor, aeccord- 
ing to firemen, and spread rapidly. 

Firemen were quickly on the 
scene. * Their first work was to 
rescue the guests, caught in the 
upper floors. Some were taken 
down ladders while several who 
jumped were injured. 

Most of the guests came rom 
Eastern Pennsylvania towns./ 

One man lost his life when he 
fell from a window on the top floor 
and landed on the sidewalk. Four 
bodies were found huddled togeth- 
er in a corner on the fourth floor. 

Clothing Coated With Icc. 

The cause of the fire has not 
been determined. The inside of 
the hotel was a mass of flames 
when firemen arrived, with the 
hallways and _ stairways ablaze. 
Guests stiid at the windows wait- 
ing for rescuers. 

Few of those rescued reached 
the sidewalk without a drenching 
of water over their flimsy gar- 
ments, which turned into ice a few 
minutes later. 

Ralph Lehman, the night clerk, 
reported hearing a cry of “fire” 
shortly after 2 a. m. 

“I spread the alarm by ringing 
the fire alarm bell,’’ he said, “‘and 
started to arouse the guests. In 
less than a minute, it seemed, the 
flames were shooting through the 
elevator shaft. The next minute 
the flames had spread through the 
hallways.’’ 

The hotel had 68 rooms. It was 
built in 1809, but had been remod- 
eled several times.

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CARDINAL MERCIER OF BELGIUM. 
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SALM BLAMES WIFE 
FOR HASTY MARRIAGE 


Count Tells of Borrowing 
$4000 From Former Millicent 
Rogers for Honeymoon.

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Count 
Ludwig Salm Hoogstraecten’s ver- 
sion of his married life with the 
former Millicent Rogers, heiress to 
$40,000,000 of Standard Oil money, 
reveals that he was forced to bor- 
row money from her for their 
Honeymoon, and that he blames her 
for their hasty marriage. 

An affidavit in support of his 
suit for separation and his demand 
that his infant son be restored to 
him to be raised in the Roman 
Catholic faith is on file, to be 
heard Monday by Supreme Court 
Justice O'Malley. 

It was his wealthy fiancee, and 
not he, who urged secrecy in their 
hasty marriage at the Municipal 
Building two years ago, avers the 
petition. At that time Miss Rogers 
was afraid her parents might force 
on her a marriage that would be 
distasteful to her, he claims. 

Moreover, he says the fact that 
he had been seen the day before 
lunching with Mrs. Grace Coffin, a 
former fiancee, had nothing to do 
with the haste of the marriage. The 
Countess was aware of this previ- 
ous engagement, the affidavit con- 
tinues, and knew it was broken off 
by mutual consent. Moreover, it 
was not the Count who was re- 
sponsible for the financial difficul- 
ties that followed the marriage, he 
claims, as Countess Salm knew he 
had no substantial vested interest 
in any property and could not sup- 
port her as her father did. 

He was compelled to accept $4000 
from her, and. she disapproved of 
his returning: to motion pictures to 
earn a living. Other lines were 
barred to him because people were 
afraid: to risk the disapproval of 
her father, H. H. Rogers, the affi- 
davit declares. To balance the 
$4000 he borrowed, he gave his 
wife family jewels worth $30,000, 
which are now in the hands of her 
attorney, states Count Salm.

Mercier, primate of Belgium, and 
one of the heroic figures of the 
World War, died at St. Jean Clinic 


today at the age of 74, losing his 
long battle against the decline that 
set in after an operation on Dee, 
29. Deatn came at 3 p. m. 

At midday Cardinal Mercier’s 
relatives gathere around his bel- 
side and in spite of great weakness 
he gave hig blessing to each in 
turn. 

Earlier in the day he had bade 
farewell to his relatives while mass 
was being said at his bedside. 

In full possession of his faculties, 
the Cardinal followed the mass 
with composure, making the sign 
of the cress with effort. 

At the moment of the Agnus Del, 
with its supplication to “the Lamb 
of God, who takest away the sins 
of the world,” to give him peace, 
the prelate inclined his head as a 
token of peaceful leave of those 
around him. When the mass end- 
ed he turned toward the company 
fat the bedside with a significant 
look of farewell. 

Nephew Celebrated Mass. 

The mass was celebrated by a 
nephew, the Rev. Joseph’ Mercier. 
Another nephew, the Rev. Charles 
Jean Mercier, professor of philoso- 
phy at Notre Dame, South Bend, 
Ind., the Cardinal's sister-in-law 
and a physician also were present. 

The prelate lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness while mass was being 
said. He began to pronounce the 
benediction but was too weak to 
conclude it. 

After mass his physicians felt the 
prelate’s pulse, which was grad- 
ually growing weaker, and decided 
that the Cardinal could hardly last 
heyond midday. 

“There is nothing to do but 
wait,”’ he remarked to his phy- 
sician. 

Dr. Vanhee, the Cardinal’s phy- 
sician, shortly before the end, de- 
scribed his patient as a model of 
patience, modesty and Christian 
self-denial. 

“Far from complaining when he 
was suffering,” the physician said, 
“his eminence. has been happy to 
‘ndure physical pain, as he then 
as said to himself that he feels 
nearest Christ, whose sufferings 
have always been present in his 
mind.” 

Funeral at Malines. 

The funeral of Cardinal Mercier 
wlil be held at Malines, the seat of 
iis archbishopric. His body will 
ye taken there tonight and will He 
in state.

FORBES AND THOMPSON FILE 
PETITIONS FOR A REHEARING 


Plea of St. Loutsan Says Several 
Important Questions Were Over- 
looked in Case.

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Petitions 
for rehearing of the cases of Col. 
Charles R. Forbes, former head of 
the United States Veterans’ Bu- 
reau and Col. John W. Thompson, 
St. Louis contractor, convicted and 
sentenced in connection with hos- 
pital contract frauds, have been 
filed in the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, it became known 
today. 

The Court of Appeals recently 
confirmed the decision of the Dis- 
trict Court, which sentenced Forbes 
and Thompson to two years each 
in the Federal penitentiary’ § at 
Leavenworth, Kan., and as*essed 
fines of $10,000. 

The petition for Forber, filed 
by Elwood Godman of Chicago, set 
forth that the “conspiracy charged 
in the opinion of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals is not the conspiracy 
charged in the indictment.” 

The petition for Thompson stat- 
ed that several important questions 
were overlooked by the Court and 
that others of importance were de- 
cided, although they have not been 
settled by the Supreme Court of 
the United States and _ probably 
would be in conflict with the high 
court’s decision. 

Should the rehearing petition be 
denied, the next step would be to 
take the case to the Supreme Court.

Roads are cared for as never 
before, and motorbus transportation fs available 
im many parts of the country, partly by Jewish 
efforts. Extensive irrigation projects are under 
contemplation, which, if carried out, will utilize 
the waters of Lake Tiberias and the Jordan for 
the enrichment of large sections of the land 
now meagerly useful for agriculture. 

With the news that a $500,000 Jewish temple is 
planned for Jerusalem, everything seems to point to 
a new era of wonderful promise for this long neg- 
lected motherland of great religions.
